ABSTRACT 

This report presents the results of a national survey 
on the status of the library media resources and services in 
elementary and secondary public and private schools in the United 
States in 1985. Also included are selected comparisons of survey 
results with the 1975 AASL (American Association of School 
Librarians)/AECT (Association for Educational Communications and 
Technology) Media Program Standards, and historical summary 
comparisons of public school statistics from 1958 to 1985 and private 
school statistics from 1979 to 1985. Data reported in 16 figures and 
23 tables present survey findings on the growth of school library 
media centers; staff and volunteers; expenditures; collections; and 
services, usage, technology, and facilities. In addition, 39 
reference tables provide data on public schools by level and size, 
public schools by state, and private schools by level, orientation, 
and size. Appendices include: (1) a description of the survey 
methodology; (2) tables of standard errors for selected items; (3) a 
summary of federal legislation in support of school library media 
centers; (4) a brief description of the methodologies of previous 
Office/Department of Education school library media center surveys; 
and (5) a summary comparison of the 1985 national survey with the 
1983 survey of School Library Journal subscribers. The public and 
private school questionnaires are also provided. (KM) 
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HIGHLIGHTS 



PERCENTAGE OF SCHOOLS HAVING 
LIBRARY MEDIA CENTERS 

• The percentage of public schools having 
library media centers increased from 85 
percent in 1978 to 93 percent in 1985. In 
1958 only 50 percent of public schools had 
libraries. 

• Seventy-five percent of private schools had 
Iibrajy media centers in 1985, compared 
with 44 percent in 1966. 

STAFF 

• About 20 percent of public and 54 percent 
of private school library media centers had 
less than one full-time-equivalent (FTE) 
staff member. 

• The mean FTE total staff in public school 
library media centers in 1985 was 131 
compared with 136 in 1974. 

• The mean total FTE staff in private school 
library media centers was .9. 

• About 79 percent of public and 30 percent 
of private school library media centers had 
some portion of a certified library media 
specialist's time. 

• The mean number of FTE certified library 
media staff was .7 for public and 3 for 
private schools. 

EXPENDITURES 

• Library media center mean per school 
expenditures (excluding salaries and 
wages), when adjusted for inflation, 
declined by 16 percent in public and 14 
percent in private schools since the last 
surveys in 1978 and 1979. 

• The mean per pupil per school library 
media center expenditure (excluding 
salaries and wages) was $17.58 in public 
schools and $21.56 in private schools. The 
median per pupil expenditure was $11.70 in 
public schools and $11.00 in private 
schools. 

• Collection items in public schools declined 
from 71 percent of the total expenditures 
(excluding salaries and wages) in 1978 to 62 



percent in 1985. Equipment expenditures 
(including computers) increased from 18 
percent in 1978 to 28 percent in 1985. A 
similar change in distribution occurred in 
private schools. 

COLLECTIONS 

• Mean book collections in public schools 
increased from 2,972 in 1958 to 8,466 in 
1985. 

• However, in 1985 over half of public school 
book collections were smaller than the 
lowest level (8,000) recommended by the 
1975 standards. 

• In 1985 the median books per pupil held in 
public schools was 17 and in private schools 
was 20. 

• School library media centers have 
expanded their collections to include video 
tapes and computer software. Public 
schools averaged 28 video tape titles and 33 
software titles. 

• The number of books added to collections 
has been declining. For example, public 
schools averaged 502 new books in 1974 
compared with 315 in 1985. 

USAGE 

• Per pupil weekly circulation of library 
media center items averaged 13 for public 
schools and .9 for private schools. 

• Per pupil weekly attendance in both public 
and private school library media centers 
averaged 1.2. 

TECHNOLOGY 

• Forty-five percent of public and 28 percent 
of private school library media centers had 
computers under the supervision of library 
media staff. 

FACILITIES 

• Public schools averaged 55 seats and 2325 
square feet for library media center use. 

• Private schools averaged 34 seats and 1,492 
square feet for library media center use. 
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INTRODUCTION 



The importance of the school library media center 
as central to both the depth and the breadth of the 
educational process has been increasingly 
recognized. As stated in the introduction to the 
Media Program standards prepared by the 
American Association of School Librarians 
(AASL) and the Association for Educational 
Communications Technology (AECT): 

The human worth that democratic 
societies seek to protect and develop rests 
upon commitment to educational 
programs which meet the individual needs 
of students and prepare them to resolve 
* problems that continually confront 
them~..Those who would create better 
educational opportunities must strive to 
develop comprehensive systems that medt 
the needs of students from different 
backgrounds, and interest, enabling them 
both to adjust and to influence the 
changing society in which they live. 1 

The library media program exists to support and 
further these common purposes and the specific 
educational goals of the school and district of 
which it is an integral part Within the library 
media center, the student may master knowledge 
as well as skills, develop a spirit of inquiry as well 
as answer specific questions, achieve greater self- 
motivation as well as meet the expectations of 
others, and develop discipline and the capacity for 
self evaluation. 2 

A library media program represents a combination 
of rebcnrces that inciudes people, materials, 
machines, facilities, and environments coming 
together tc provide learning services. This report 
presents the results of a national survey on the 
status of these resources and services in 
elementary and secondary public and private 
schools in the United States in 1985. Specie

the report presents school library media center 
findings on: 

• Percent of schools having library 
media centers; 

• Staff and volunteers; 

• Expenditures; 

• Collections; 

• Services, usage, technology, and 
facilities. 

The report includes selected comparisons of the 
results of the 1985 survey with the 1975 
AASLVAECT Media Program Standards and the 
recommendations of the Libraries and Learning 
Society Advisory Board, sponsored by the 
Department of Education, and published in the 
1984 work Alliance for Excellence: Librarians 
Respond to a "Nation at Risk." The 1975 
AASLVAECT standards are currently being 
revised; however, the existing standards provide 
the best published guides to interpreting the 
results of the 1985 survey. 

The report also presents historical summary 
comparisons of public school statistics from 1958 
to 1985 and private school statistics from 1979 to 
1985. Six national studies of public school 
libraries have been completed at irregular intervals 
by the Office/Department of Education since the 
1950's. The current study continues a Center for 
Education Statistics series begun in 1974 for 
public schools and in 1979 for private schools. 3 
Appendix IV gives a brief description of the 
methodologies of these studies. A national survey 
of subscribers to School Library Journal (SU). 
covering 1982-83, was also completed. Appendix 
V gives a brief comparison of the findings of this 
study with those of the 1985 national study. 

The questionnaire form was substantially revised 
for the 1985 survey based on recommendations by

the American Library Association Office of 
Research and the American Association of School 
librarians (AASL). For the first time the sample 
of public schools was designed to produce limited 
State-by-State statistics on an exploratory basis. 
Appendix I presents additional information on the 
methodology of {he study. 

For purposes of this study, a library or library 
media center is defined as an organized collection 
of printed and/or audiovisual materials which 
(a) is administered as a unit, (b) is located in a 
designated place, and (c) makes printed and 
audiovisual materials accessible to students and 
teachers. It is the definition, not the name, that is 
important Schools use a variety of names, such as 
Iibraiy, media center, library media center, 
resource center, instructional materials center, 
learning resource center, and others, all of which 
meet the definition of a library media center. 
Throughout this report the terms library or library 
media center are used interchangeably. 

The estimates in this report are based on sample 
data and have been weighted to produce national 
estimates. Public school data are presented by 
school level (elementary, middle/junior high, 
secondary, and combined) and school size in 
reference tables A-l to A-39; and by State in 
reference tables B-l to B-39. Private school data 
are presented by school type (elementary, 
secondary, combined, and special/alternative), 
school size, and school orientation (Catholic, 
other religious, and non-affiliated) in reference 
tables C-l to 039. Due to significant differences 
in the type/level and size of private and public 
schools, different categories have been used for 
the detailed reference tables. Summary tables 
using the same size categories are included in the 
body of the report Data presented in the 
reference tables are always estimates per school, 
with per pupil means being means per pupil per 
school. However, data presented in certain 



historical tables include means per total pupil in 
addition to means per pupil per school. 4 

The estimates in this report and earlier reports are 
subject to sampling variability. While the national 
data have relatively low sampling errors, caution 
should be exercised in interpretation of figures for 
subgroupings based on small numbers of cases, as 
well as interpretation of small differences between 
figures. Appendix II presents selected sampling 
errors for this survey. As the sampling errors 
indicate, the State estimates and the estimates by 
size, level and orientation are subject to higher 
sampling variability due to the relatively small 
sample sizes within the cells. These tabulations 
are included for information purposes; however, it 
is not recommended that direct State-by-State 
comparisons, or comparisons between schools 
classified into two-level subgroupings, be made. 

This report contains information on both private 
and public schools; however, some cautions must 
also be made concerning making direct 
comparisons between the two groups of schools. 
TTie 1985 sample of public schools represents 
regular public elementary and secondary schools 
only. Hie 1985 sample of private schools includes 
some schools devoted to special/alternative 
education, in addition to regular elementary and 
secondary schools. Significant differences in 
school size between public and private schools also 
strongly affect national comparisons. An 
estimated 75 percent of the private schools had 
enrollment of under 300 pupils, compared with 30 
percent of public schools. The mean size of 
private schools was about 232 compared with a 
mean size of 511 for public schools. 



An example of what is meant by "means per total pupil" as 
distinguished from "means per pupil per school" is as 
follows: The mean number of book volumes held per pupil 
is calculated by summing across all schools for a grand 
total of both number of book volumes and number of 
pupils. Then the total number of book volumes is divided 
by the total pupils, to yield the mean per (total) pupil The 
"mean per pupil number of volumes per school" is 
calculated by first dividing the number of book volumes 
held in each individual school by the number of pupils in 
that school This results in a separate number of book 
volumes per pupil for each school Then these separate 
per pupil per school mr~*is are summed and divided by the 
number of schools to get the "mean per pupil per school" 
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THE GROWTH OF SCHOOL LIBRARY MEDIA CENTERS 



In 1958-59, the United States Department of 
Education reported that only an estimated 50 
percent of public schools in districts of more than 
150 pupils had school libraries, and only about 68 
percent of the pupils were in schools served by 
libraries (table 1). At the elementary level, only 
about one-third (34 percent) of public schools had 
a library, and over half of all elementary school 
pupils attended schools without libraries (figures 1 
and 2). Similarly, only about 44 percent of private 
schools had school libraries in 1962. 5 

In the period after 1960, a large acceleration in 
the establishment of school libraries occurred. 



This growth was in part a result of Federal 
legislation designed to assist the establishment of 
library media centers in the nation's schools, 6 (See 
Appendix III for a brief description of Federal 
legislation on school libraries). 

The results of studies of school library media 
centers since 1958 reflect growth, as well as 
changing patterns in school demographics over the 
last 30 years. During this period significant 
changes in the number, size, and enrollment of 
schools have occurred. Text tables 1 to 4 and 
reference tables 1 to 1-b (A-B-Q summarize data 
on the presence of school libraries.

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Public School library Media Centers 

The percent of public schools having library media 
centers grew to 93 percent by 1985, and about 
98 percent of public school pupils attended 
schools having a library media center. About 
98 percent of secondary schools and 92 percent of 
elementary schools had library media centers 
(figure 2; table A-l). These figures represent an 
increase from the 93 percent of secondary and 85 
percent of total public schools reported as having 
libraries in 1978. This growth is attributed, in part, 
to the establishment in some States of regulations 
requiring all public schools to have library media 
centers and to the consolidation and closing of 
smaller, less well-equipped schools over the 
decade. 7 

While the percent of public schools having 
libraries showed an increase from 85 to 93 
percent, the total number of school library media 



centers increased by only 3.5 percent between 
1978 and 1985, from 70,854 to 73352 (table 1). 
This smaller increase reflects the decline in the 
total number of public schools over the period. 
The increase in the total number of schools having 
library media centers occurred primarily in the 
school size categories of less than 500 pupils, 
especially in schools with less than 300 pupils 
(table 2). Hence, the current group of schools 
having libraries includes a higher number of small 
schools than did the 1978 group. 

Despite the large percent of public schools having 
library media centers in 1985, there was consider- 
able variation by size and State. Among public 
schools with less than 300 pupils, almost 20 
percent (18 percent) did not have library media 
centers; and 11 percent of pupils in schools of less 
than 300 were not served by library media centers 
(table 2). 



A part of this increase may also be attributed to the fact 
that the 1978 study included a number of technical centers 
and special schools not included in the 1985 study, which 
was limited to regular public schools.

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Private School Library Media Centers 

The percentage of private schools having library 
media centers has also grown since the 1960's. 
However, private schools tend to be much smaller 
than public schools (75 percent have less than 300 
pupils) and a smaller percentage overall have 
library media centers. A Department of 
Education study in 1979 found that the percentage 
of private schools having libraries was 83 percent 
(up from 44 percent in 1962). An estimated 



14,000 out of a total of 17,000 schools had school 
libraries (table 3). The current 1985 study, which 
utilized an expanded listing of private schools 
containing a larger number of small and of 
special/alternative private schools, found that 
19,000 of the estimated 25,600 private schools 
(75 percent) had school libraiy media centers. 
The percentage of total students served by library 
media centers (86 percent in 1979 and 88 percent 
in 1985) was very similar for the two studies 
(figure 3). <

The sample of schools i;i 1985 included a larger number of small and special alternative schools 
which may not have been included from the universe listing used to draw the sample in 1979. 
This may account for the lower percent of schools reporting having L/MC's in 1985 compared 
to 1979. 
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The percentage of private schools having libraries 
and the percent of pupils in schools with libraries 
varies considerably by school size, type/level, and 
orientation (tables 3 and 4). The percent of 
Catholic schools having library media centers 



(93 percent) was very similar to that of public 
schools. Those schools least frequently having 
libraries were the special/alternative schools, only 
half of which reported having school library media 
centers.

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STAFF AND VOLUNTEERS 



As stated in the AASL and AECT standards: 

Realization of the purposes of the 
media program depends on the quality 
and extent of the personnel employed to 
implement the media program. 

The size of staff recommended in the AASIV 
AECT standards varies with the number of users. 
For example, the standards recommend that a 
school of 250 pupils should have 1 full-time media 



specialist and 2 media aides. A school with 2,000 
pupils should have a professional staff of 5 to 8, 
with 10-16 aides. Results of the 1985 study 
indicate that the nation's school library media 
centers continue to be understaffed, and that this 
situation has not improved since previous studies. 

Text tables 5 to 8 and reference tables 2 to 6 (A-

In 1985 about 21 percent of public schools with 
library medi a cen ters had fewer than 1 full-time- 
equivalent (FTE) library staff member. The 
median number of total FEE staff was 1 and the 
mean was 13. Secondary schools averaged 2.1 
FTE staff and middle/junior high schools, 15 
(table A-3). 

Because of the increase in schools having libraries, 
the number of library staff has increased 
substantially since 1958 when there were only 
29,404 total school librarians (table 5). 9 The total 
FTE staff reached a peak in 1974 when there were 



101,466 FTE staff compared with 84,000 in 1978 
and 96324 in 1985. A portion of the decline in 
staff between 1974 and 1978 is accounted for by a 
decline in the number of schools; however, there 
was an actual decline in mean number of FTE 
library staff per school between 1974 and 1978, 
from 136 to 1.19. By 1985 the mean number of 
FTE staff (131) had increased over 1978, but not 
quite to the level of 1974. Hie mean number of 
certified/professional staff per school in 1974 was 
.84 and in 1985 was .81 (figure 4). 10

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Certified Staff 

Although 79 percent of public school library 
media centers had some portion of a certified staff 
member's time, in many cases, certified staff time 
was shared between two or more schools. The 
mean number of FIE certified staff was .7, about 
1 certified staff member for every 722 pupils in 
schools with library media centers (tables 6 and 8). 

In 1985 about 62 percent of the total FIE library 
staff were professional staff Professional staff 



serving public school library media centers are 
highly educated (figure 5a). Almost two-thirds of 
the FTE professional staff (64 percent) had a 
master's or other advanced degree (table 6). 

More than half (61 percent) of public school 
libraries indicated having at least 1 student or 
non-student volunteer. Including those schools 
having no volunteers, schools averaged 6 student 
volunteers and 2 non-student volunteers (table 6).

Staffing patterns in private school library media 
centers were more diverse than those in public 
schools. More than half (54 percent) reported less 
than 1 full-time-equivalent (FTE) staff member, 
and 29 percent reported no paid or contributed 
services library staff (table C-3). 11 



However, an equal percent of private and public 
schools (9 percent) had more than 2 FTE staff 
members (tables A-3 and C-3). In schools with 
300 or more pupils, the mean total FTE staff was 
similar to that of public schools (1.4 for private, 
15 for public) (table 6). The overall mean total 
FTE libraiy staff was .87 for private schools. 
Catholic and non-affiliated schools averaged 1.0 
and 12 mean FTE staff per school, respectively 
(table 7).

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Many private school library media centers rely 
heavily on volunteers rather than paid stafE Two- 
thirds of private schools utilize either, student or 
non-student volunteers, with one-half (54 percent) 
utilizing non-student, usually parent, volunteers. 

The average number of volunteers in private 
school library media centers was 2 student and 3 
non-student volunteers. Catholic schools most 
frequently utilized volunteers, with 75 percent of 
Catholic schools utilizing volunteer help. Catholic 
schools averaged 5 non-student and 2 student 
volunteers (table 7). 



Although more than half the private schools had 
less than 1 FIE library staff member, because of 
the size differences between public and private 
schools, the number of pupils per FIE staff in 
private schools was smaller than in public schools 
(314 pupils per FIE total library staff compared 
with 406 in public schools). The number of pupils 
per certified staff was, however, considerably 
higher in private than public schools (968 
compared with 722) (table 8).

Comparable expenditure data for school library 
media centers has traditionally been hard to 
collect School districts and individual schools 
have very diverse methods of budgeting, and 
reported expenditures may not always reflect the 
total resources allocated to the school library 
media center, or conversely, some of the reported 
expenditures may reflect resources actually utilized 
outside the library media center. The data 
included in this report should be interpreted to be 
the school district's and school librarian's best 
estimates of expenditures for each of the items. 



In the 1985 study, attempts were made to collect 
information on library media center expenditures 
from all sources including gifts and donations. If 
donations of items, such as books or equipment, 
were made to the library media center, schools 
were instructed to report estimates of the dollar 
value of the items. Text tables 9 to 14 and 
reference tables 7 to 14 (A-B-Q present school 
library expenditure data.

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Public School Expenditures 

Public school library reports from 1958 and 1962 
included expenditure data for books only. If the 
amounts reported in these studies are converted 
to 1985 dollars, per pupil expenditures for books 
in schools with library media centers were highest 
in 1962 when $8.11 was spent, compared with 
$524 in 1985 and $7.01 in 1978 (table 9 and 
figure 7).

Total reported expenditures (excluding salaries 
and wages) when adjusted for inflation declined 
over the period since 1974 for both per school and 
per pupil expenditures (table 10). 12 . In 1985 
dollars, the mean per school expenditures for 1974 
were $10,603, compared with $8,967 in 1978, and 
$7,577 in 1985. Per pupil 1985 dollar expenditures 
were $15.65 in 1978 compared with $1420 in 1985.

Since 1978 there has been a shift in the allocation 
of library media center expenditures between 
collection and equipment (figure 6). The declines 
in expenditures occurred primarily among 
collection items. In 1985 dollars, the mean 
collection expenditures per school decreased by 26 
percent between 1978 and 1985 (table 11). 
Collection expenditures went from 71 percent of 
total non-salary expenses in 1978 to 62 percent of 
the total in 1985 (figure 8). During the same 
period, per school expenditures for equipment, 
when adjusted for inflation, increased by 31 
percent and per pupil equipment expenditures 



increased from $183 to $358. Increases in 
equipment occurred because of the large 
expenditures for computers occurring at the time 
of the 1985 study. It should be noted that the 
reported computer expenditures sometimes 
included the total school expenditures for 
computers, even though all the computers were 
not housed in or coordinated by the library media 
center (see technology section on page 45 of this 
report).

Private School Expenditures 

Mean per school private school library media 
center expenditures when adjusted for inflation 
declined by about 14 percent since the last survey 
(1979). In 1979 total non-salary expenditures 
were $4 r 713 (1985 dollars) and in 1985 they were 



$4,042. Per pupil expenditures showed a 
somewhat smaller decline 'of about 5 percent 
($15.64 to $14.86 in 1985 dollars) (table 12). 
Similar to what occurred with public schools, the 
percent of total expenditures allocated to 
equipment increased from 15 percent in 1979 to 
24 percent in 1985; and the percent allocated to 
collection items declined from 78 to 68 percent 
(figure 8).

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Differences between public and private library 
media center expenditures were primarily related 
to size differences between the two groups of 
schools. Reflecting their larger size, public schools 
overall have much higher per school expenditures 
($7,577 in public compared with $4,042 in private). 
Reflecting their smaller size, private schools had 
higher mean per pupil per school expenditures 



($2156 in private compared with $17.58 in public). 
Interestingly, public schools of less than 300 pupils 
have somewhat higher mean and median per pupil 
per school total expenditures than private schools 
of less than 300 (table 13). In both public and 
private schools, smaller schools had considerably 
higher mean and median per pupil expenditures 
than larger schools (figure 9).

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Median expenditures were considerably lower 
than means; and for schools of 300 or more pupils, 
and for the total schools, the median per pupil 
expenditures for public and private schools were 
quite similar. The median per pupil total 
expenditure (excluding salaries and wages) for 
public schools was $11.70 compared with $11.00 



for private schools (figure 10). Mean expenditures 
per pupil per -school were considerably higher than 
medians due to the impact of schools with 
unusually large expenditures. There were larger 
differences between mean and median 
expenditures in private schools than in public 
schools, indicative of a wider range of 
expenditures (table 13 and table 14).

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COLLECTIONS 



A school media collection represents the essential 
information base of the instructional programs. 13 
Hie innovations in media technology of the last 30 
years have resulted in a large expansion in the type 
of items included in school library collections. 
While no substitute can be made for the school 
library's basic collection, access to materials 



in shared collections has become increasingly 
core important In 1985, the survey form was 
revised to include the number of items borrowed 
from other collections, in addition to the number 
of items added to and held in the collection. Text 
tables 15 to 19 and reference tables 15 to 30 (A-B- 
C) present survey results on school library 
collections.

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Public School Collections 

The 1975 AALS/AECT standards recommended 
base library media center collections of 8,000 to 
20,000 book volumes, with 16 to 24 books per 
user. Although public school library media 
center collections have increased steadily since the 
1950's, in 1985 one-half of public schools had 
book collections of less than 8,000 volumes (table 
15 and figure 11). The median number of volumes 
held was 7,512 and the mean was 8,466. The mean 
number of separate book titles held was 7,668 
(table 17). 



While the number of books in public school 
collections has been increasing, the mean number 
added to the collection during the school year 
declmed between 1974 and 1985. In 1974 an 
average of 502 book volumes were added per 
school. In 1978 the average fell to 409 and in 1985 
it was 315 (figure 12). This decline is consistent 
with the decline in book expenditures over the 
period. An average of 29 book volumes per school 
were borrowed from other libraries for school 
media center use in 1985 (table A-22).

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Next to books, the most numerous items held in 
public school library media centers were films and 
filmstrips (figure 13). Hie mean number of 
film/filmstrip titles held was 540 and the median 
was 358. AASL/AECT standards recommend 
base collections of 500 to £000 filmstrips and 500 
to 1,000 other films, with access to sufficient items 
to insure satisfaction of 90 percent of initial 
requests. Films/filmstrips were the items most 
frequently borrowed from other collections, with 
an average of 86 items borrowed per school 
(table 18). 



Microforms were a part of the collection in less 
than half of the public schools. Hie mean number 
of physical units held was 265 and the median was 
"0". Microforms were more frequently used in 
secondary schools, where an average of 1,265 units 
were held. 

Video tapes and computer software were among 
the new items found in school library collections. 
Public schools averaged 33 computer software 
titles and 28 video tapes. The mean number of 
subscription titles held was 34 compared with 39 in 
*1974 (table 15).

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Private School Collections 

The size of the average private school library 
media center collection showed little change from 
1979 (table 16). The average number of book 
volumes held per school was 5,461 in 1979 and 
5,615 in 1985. The average number of audiovisual 
items was 854 in 1979 and 869 in 1985. 

Private secondary schools, however, showed an 
increase over 1979 in average collection size, 
especially in audiovisual and other materials, 
which averaged 1,156 in 1979 and 2379 in 1985 
(table 16). Private secondary schools averaged 
9,149 book volumes in 1979 and 11,675 in 1985. 



Private schools averaged 253 film/filmstrip titles, 
225 audio titles, 184 physical units of microforms, 
19 serial subscription titles, 22 computer software 
titles, and 18 video tape titles (table 18). 

Consistent with the decline in book expenditures 
occurring in both public and private schools, the 
average number of books added to private school 
collections during the school year decreased from 
340 in 1979 to 252 in 1985. However, the average 
number of other items added increased from 57 to 
72 (table 16). Part of the increase may be related 
to inclusion of several new items in the 1985 
survey, such as video tapes and computer software.

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As with library media expenditures, differences in 
collections between public and private schools 
must be considered with reference to school size. 
Public and private schools of 300 or more pupils 
held a similar average number of book volumes in 
their collections (9,650 in public and 9,928 in 
private) (table 17). 

Differences in per pupil book volumes held were 
also related to school size. The median books per 
pupil in private schools of 300 or more pupils was 
16 and in public schools, 15. Overall, the median 
books per pupil in private schools was 20 and in 
public schools was 17.

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SERVICES, USAGE, TECHNOLOGY, AND FACILITIES 



The National Commission of Excellence in 
Education in its 1983 report entitled A Nation at 
Risk urged the aggressive formation of a "learning 
society" through an alliance of school 
administrators, teachers, parents, and librarians. 15 

In response to A Nation at Risk, the ILS. 
Department of Education invited leaders in the 
library and information science community to 
participate in the "libraries and a Learning 
Society" project This project recognized school 
libraries as having a central role in the process of 
educational improvement Hie project's report, 
Alliance for Excellence, makes recommendations 
regarding several aspects of the operation of 
library media centers, including services and . skills 
instruction that should be offered; staff roles in 
interacting with teachers, parents, and students; 
and staff training and qualifications. 

Librarians, responding to the challenges described 
in A Nation at Risk, recommended the following: 



• Strengthen curriculum by teaching 
effective use of information 
resources. Ideally, teachers and 
L/MC specialists should jointly plan 
the curriculum to: 

Have students spend time in 
the school library media 
center to practice informa- 
tion skills coordinated with 
classwork; 

Test students for competency 
in information skills; and 

Provide guided listening, 
reading, and viewing experi- 
ences for all grade levels. 

• Invoke more rigorous and measur- 
able standards to test the quality of 
library media services and resources

in every elementary and secondary 
school. 

• Open school library media centers 
and public and academic libraries to 
the ftillest extent possible. 

• Develop collections needed to 
inform educators and librarians 
about developments, concepts, and 
practices in education and informa- 
tion science. 

• Provide meaningful instruction to 
teachers and administrators about 
the role of library media centers. 

• Assess ability of library media 
centers to respond to the urgent 
need for excellence in education by 
defining information-seeking skills 
and behaviors, assessing the current 
state of library media centers, 
defining retraining necessary for 
specialists, and devising marketing 
strategies for all libraries. 

• Provide strong advisory services at 
all levels. TTie "advisor" should 
work with teachers to introduce 
basic skills, build enthusiasm for 
independent learning, provide 
guidance in homework, and 
motivate ongoing use of the library 
for study and pleasure. 

The report, Alliance for Excellence, made strong 
recommendations regarding the provision of 
services in our nation's school library media 
centers. Text tables 20 to 23 and reference tables 
30 to 39 (A-B-Q present survey results on 
services, usage, technology, and facilities from the 
1985 survey, some of which relate to these 
recommendations. 



Library Media Center Services 

The 1985 survey included a description of 22 
different services that might be offered by library 
media center stafE Respondents were asked to 
rate how frequently (routinely, occasionally, or not 
at all) they provide each service. Service 



descriptions ranged from traditional duties of 
assisting students in locating information and 
resources and providing reference assistance to 
teachers, to more unusual technology-oriented 
services, such as coordinating a school-operated 
radio station or coordinating video productions 
(tables 20 and 21),

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Figure 14 displays the services most frequently 
provided in both public and private school library 
media centers. By far the most commonly 
provided service was a traditional one of "assisting 
students in locating information and resources." 
This was true for both public and private schools 
regardless of type, level, size, or orientation. This 
service was routinely provided in 91 percent of 
public schools and in 71 percent of private schools. 
The next most frequently offered service was a 
similar one, ' "providing reference assistance to 
teachers." Three-quarters of public and one-half 
of private schools routinely provided this service. 

Within public schools, secondary level library 
media centers provided the services listed more 
frequently than did elementary schools (reference 
tables A-34a and A-34b). However, there were 
two exceptions to this: (1) elementary school 
library media centers routinely offered a 
sequential program of library skills instruction 
more often than did secondary schools (71 percent 
compared with 47 percent); and (2) elementary 
school library staff more often helped parents 
realize the importance of assisting their children to 
understand the benefits of reading, listening, and 
viewing for pleasure as well as information (20 
percent compared with 6 percent). 



About half of public schools and 28 percent of 
private schools provided interlibrary loans to 
students. The mean number of loans received per 
school was 30 in both public and private schools 
(tables A-30 and C-30). 

Among the less frequently offered services were 
those related to the coordination of video 
production, cable TV utilization, and school radio 
station operation. About half of public school 
librarians and over three-fourths of private school 
librarians reported not providing services related 
to coordination of video production or cable TV 
utilization (tables 20 and 21). The least frequently 
provided service was coordination of a school 
radio station, a service in which almost no public 
or private school libraries were involved. 

Another rare involvement for school library media 
centers was coordinating textbook selection, 
ordering, and distribution. Approximately three- 
quarters of both public and private library media 
centers reported no involvement in this activity.

Circulation and Attendance 



The Alliance for Excellence stated that there is a 
need for ongoing instruction in information 
finding and utilization skills. Ideally, schools 
should have detailed instructional objectives for 
teaching such skills. This instruction should be 
integrated with the curriculum. The 1985 school 
library media survey results indicate that two- 
thirds (67 percent) of public schools and one-third 
(31 percent) of private schools routinely provided 
a sequential program of library skills instruction 
(tables 20 and 21). The mean per pupil 
participation in skills instruction per typical week 
was 5 for public and 3 for private school library 
media center (table 22). Mean per pupil weekly 
participation in skills instruction was higher in 
public elementary schools than in public secondary 
schools (.7 compared with .1) (table A-32). 



The mean per pupil weekly circulation of all 
library media center materials was 12 in public 
schools and 9 in private schools (table 22). 
Elementary level schools had substantially higher 
mean per pupil per school circulation than did 
secondary schools. For example in elementary 
public schools the mean weekly circulation was 15 
compared with 5 in secondary schools (table A- 
33). 

The mean attendance per week per pupil in both 
public and private school library media centers was 
12. The means for each school level were quite 
similar. Private schools did not differ notably by 
orientation or size (table 23 and table C-31). 
However, in public schools, the smaller the school, 
the higher the mean per pupil attendance, ranging 
from 1.4 for the smallest schools to 0.7 for the 
largest (table A-31).

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Technology 

The report, Alliance for Excellence, views the 
library as a learning center where books and 
periodicals will continue to be vital resources, in 
addition to the increasing use of modern 
technological tools. Libraries are increasing the 
use of technology to assist in storage, retrieval, 
and sharing of vast amounts of information. 

The 1985 School library Media Center Survey 
incorporated questions to capture library media 
centers' emerging use of various technologies. 
Results indicate that the availability of different 
technologies in public and private school J? - 
media centers varied by school level, size 
orientation. Technologies tended to be iv 
widely available in public schools, in seconc 
schools, and in larger schools (figure J\. 
example, 57 percent of public secondary jchcc. 
had a telephone in their library media timers, 
whereas only one-fourth (25 percent) of 
elementary-level libraries had a telephone (table 
A-36). The use of cable TV or satellites was less 
disparate, with 47 percent of secondary and 40 



percent of elementary public school library media 
centers using this technology (table A-36). 

On-site and off-site data retrieval for either 
students or teachers was noticeably lacking in 
nearly all schools. The provision of these services 
ranged from 4 to 11 percent in public and private 
schools. Off-site retrieval for teachers was the 
most prevalent of the database retrieval services 
available; however, only 11 percent of public and 
6 percent of private school library media centers 
provided this service. 

Forty-five percent of public and 28 percent of 
ovate school library media centers had 
liputers under the supervision of library stafE 
: mean number of computers under library 
,us ^rvision was 2.1 for public schools and .9 for 
yd *are schools. Over three-quarters of public 
schools had microcomputers available outside 
library urdia centers for students and teachers. 
However, only one-quarter (27 percent) had a 
computer for use in library media center 
operations.

The largest number of public school library media 
centers (29 percent) had between 1,800 and 3,599 
square feet of space, and the largest number 
(23 percent) had between 30-39 seats available for 



users. The mean size in square feet of library 
media centers was 2325, with a mean number of 
53 seats compared with a mean of 55 seats in 1978 
and 57 in 1974. Private schools averaged 1,492 
square feet and 34 seats (table 22 and tables A-37, 
C-37).

METHODOLOGY FOR THE SURVEY OF PUBLIC AND PRIVATE SCHOOL 
LIBRARIES AND MEDIA CENTERS, 1985 



This study was conducted by Westat, Inc. under 
contract to the Department of Education, Center 
for Education Statistics (CES). The survey forms 
were mailed to nationally representative samples 
of 4,500 public schools in the fell of 1985, and 
1,700 private schools in Januaiy 1986. Data 
collection continued throughout the 1985-86 
school year, until by the end of the school year a 
response rate of 92 percent for public schools and 
86 percent for private schools was attained. 
Appendix tables 1-1 to 1-3 provide a summaiy of 
response rates by school level and State for public 
schools and by school level and orientation for 
private schools. 

Study Background 

National data on school libraries have been 
collected at irregular intervals for public school 
library media centers since the 1950's. TTie last 
survey of public school libraries was conducted in 
1978. In preparation for the 1985 study, the 
survey form was substantially revised. These 
revisions were based upon recommendations 
made to CES by the American Library 
Association (ALA) Office of Research. In 
drafting the questionnaire, the ALA Office of 
Research worked with an Advisory Committee of 
leading librarians which included members of the 
American Association of School Librarians 
(AASL). The re T ised form was then sent to the 
Executive Committee of the AASL for review, and 
the study receiver the formal endorsement of the 
AASL. The £bnn was a ! « reviewed by members 
of tr<* Non-Public Schoci Library Media Section 
of AASL, the Cou^ci? :>a American Private 
Education (CAPE), the National Catholic

State Estimates 

For the first time and on an exploratory basis, the 
current study produced State estimates for the 
public schools. The State-by-State effort was not 
in the original study design or budget After the 
initiation of the study, CES received requests for 
these data from State Media Coordinators in 
States in whtch library statistics programs have 
been eliminaied or never existed. In response to 
these requests, CES modified the sample design to 
produce public school State data Budget 
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considerations would only allow an increase of the 
sample by 1,000 cases, from 3,500 to 4,500. A 
minimum of 75 schoois per State was included. It 
was recognized that this sample size would not be 
large enough to produce reliable State estimates 
for some of the data items to be collected. 
However, in light of the requests for these data, a 
decision was made to collect State data on an 
exploratory basis. 

Sample Design 

The sample design for the Survey of Public and 
Private School Libraries and Media Centers w^s a 
stratified systematic sample. Hie sample was 
selected with probabilities proportionate to the 
square root of enrollment A sample of 4,500 
public and 1,700 private schools was drawn. 
Private schools were oversampled by 200 because 
of an expected numtcr of closed schools and 
duplicates on the private school file. 

Public School Sample 

The sampling frame used for the public school 
sample was the 1982-83 Center for Education 
Statistics (CES) listing of public schools. Only 
"regular" schools (type 1) in the 50 States and the 
District of Columbia were included in the survey 
universe. 

The stratification scheme used for the public 
school component of the survey was based on 
(1) State and (2) grade level. The specific 
categories of each Gratification variable were as 
follows: 

State: 

• 50 States and D.C as identified by 
State '82 code (two-letter postal 
identification code). 

Grade level: 

1. Secondary 

• Schools in which the lowest 
grade taught is greater than 
sixth grade and the highest 
grade taught is greater than 
seventh grade.

Within the State/grade level strata, implicit 
stratification by school enrollment was 
accomplished by ordering the schools by 
enrollment size. 

To keep the sample size of public schools at 4,500 
and yet provide some State-level estimates, the 
minimum sample size for a State was 75 schools. 
States whose 1980 resident population of persons 
5-17 years of age was less than 1,500,000 were 
allocated the minimum sample size. 7orty-two 
States and D.C met these criteria fnd were 
allocated a sample size of 75 public schools for a 
total of 3,225. 

The remaining schools in the sample were 
allocated to the 9 larger States proportional to the 
State's population of 5- to 17-year-olds. All of 
these States had the same sampling fraction of 
approximately 0.057. The allocation of the 
sampling to the States is given in Appendix 
table 1-4. 

Private School Sample 

The design of the private school sample was a 
stratified two-stage probability sample with 
schools selected with a probability proportional to 
the square root of enrollment 

The sampling frame used for the private school 
component of the survey was a recently updated 
list of private schools in the 75 Primary Sampling 
Units (PSlTs) involved in the 1983-84 Private 
School Survey. This list was the result of the work 
carried out by Westat, Inc. in updating a national 
list of private schools that had been compiled by 
CES. Extensive efforts were made through mafl 
and telephone inquiry to add missing schools to 
the CES list The gains made m using this more 



complete listing offset the effect of clustering due 
touseof75PSU's. 

The stratification scheme was based on two school 
characteristics: (1) orientation and (2) grade level. 
The specific categories of each stratification 
variable were: 



Orientation: 

1. Catholic 

2. Other religious 

3. Non-affiliated 
Grade level for regular schools: 

1. Elementary 

2. Secondary 

3. Combined 

Any schools not fitting into these categories (the 
special, vocational, and alternative schools) were 
placed in the "Other" category. 

Implicit stratification by size was achieved within 
strata by ordering the schools by enrollment 
Allocation to the six strata was proportional to the 
aggregate measures of size (square root of 
enrollment) of the schools contained. Because the 
private school component was a tvto-stage 
stratified sample, the probability of selection was 
proportional to the weighted measure of size. 
From schools with missing ^ratification variables 
or missing enrollment values, 170 schools were 
selected with simple random sampling. 

Data Preparation 

Manual and machine editing of the forms were 
conducted to check the data for accuracy, 
consistency, and presence-absence of items. For 
those items that involved the omission of key data, 
inconsistencies in reporting, or indecipherable 
information, clarification was obtained from the 
respondents by telephone. If such clarification 
could not be obtained, the data were imputed 
from other schools having similar characteristics.

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Calls were made to all nonresponding schools to 
ascertain whether or not they had a library media 
center. Based on these calls, it is known that all 
nonresponding schools had libraries, and the 
nonresponse adjustment was made accordingly. 
Of the 4,500 public schools, there were a total of 
92 (2 percent) closed or ineligible schools. Of the 
1,700 private schools, there were a total of 313 (18 
percent) closed, duplicate, or ineligible schools. 

Estimation 

The response data were weighted to produce 
national estimates, and weight adjustments were 
made to provide a population weighting 
adjustment and to account for unit nonresponse. 
The base weight for a school was the inverse of its 
probability of selection. The adjusted weights 
ranged from .89 to 145 for public schools and from 
1.01 to 530 for private schools. Estimates of totals 
were derived from weighted sums, and 
percentages and means were estimated as ratios of 
two estimates of totals. 

Standard Errors 

The estimates in the report are based on samples 
and are subject to sampling variability. Caution 
should be exercised in the interpretation of figures 
based on a relatively small number of cases, as well 
as in the interpretation of small differences 
between figures. If the questionnaire had been 
sent to a different sample, the responses would 
not have been identical; some numbers might have 
been higher, while others might have been lower. 
One measure of the magnitude of this variation is 
the standard error of estimate. A balanced 
repeated replication method was used to calculate 
the standard errors for the survey. Half samples 
which mirrored the full sample as closely as 
possible were set up, and the variance ; the 
statistic was estimated by the deviations in the half 
sample estimates. If all possible samples were 
surveyed under sim2ar conditions, intervals of L96 
standard errors below *o 1.96 standard errors 
above a particular statistic would include the 
average result of these samples in approximately 
95 percent of the cases. 



error is $.1524. This indicates that the chances are 
95 out of 100 that the estimate would differ from a 
complete census by less than $30 (1.96 times the 
standard error). Hence the chances are 95 out of 
100 that the national figure would fall between 
$554 and $654. 

For this study, the standard errors at the national 
level are quite low for most statistics; however, 
they are significantly increased when looking at 
the estimates by State and by level, size, or 
orientation. For example using the same statistic, 
the estimate for Colorado is $7.19 per pupil book 
expenditures. The standard error is $.6657. The 
chances 212 95 out of 100 that the sample estimate 
would have differed from a complete census by a 
figure less than $L31 (1.96 times the standard 
error) and that the statistics would fall between 
the range of $5.88 and $8.50. This error range is 
considerably larger than that for the national 
estimate, and at the 95 degree confidence level, we 
cannot say that Colorado differs significantly from 
the national average. 

From the Appendix tables n-1 and n-2 one can 
see that the standard errors for several statistics 
are quite large, particularly in the few States in 
which a sizable number of schools had no library 
media centers and for private schools. For these 
reasons, it is recommended that the data reported 
in the tables not be used for direct comparisons 
between States and that caution be used in making 
comparisons utilizing private school data by 
orientation, leveK and size.

It is estimated that if this procedure were followed for every possible sample, in about 95% of the samples the 
average would fall within this interval. As can be seen, the standard errors are much larger for the data when broker down 
by school level, orientation, or size than for national totals. For this reason, caution should be used in interpretation 
and comparison of these estimates.

SUMMARY OF RECENT FEDERAL LEGISLATION 
IN SUPPORT OF SCHOOL LIBRARY MEDIA CENTERS* 



The period after 1960 witnessed a large 
acceleration in Federal assistance to school 
libraries. In 1958, the National Defense Education 
Act (NDEA) allocated Federal funds for the 
purchase cf books in math, science, and foreign 
languages, and in later years, humanities. Matching 
grants were also provided for printed and 
audiovisual materials. Title IBB of the Higher 
Education Act of 1965 (passed in 1968) provided 
for training of professional personnel in library 
science. 

The largest impact came from the the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act of 1965, Title n, 
which fostered the establishment of library media 
centers in schools throughout the country. This 
legislation made grants arable to States and 
territories for the acquisition of library books, 
textbooks, and other instructional material as wtf 1 
as demonstration projects and training for library 
media specialists. Funding for the first fiscai year 
was $100 million. This was reduced to $42 million 
by 1970. 



In 1974, Public Law 93-380 was passed, replacing 
Titles II and m of the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act and Title II of the NDEA with < 
consolidated approach. In the new Title IV-B, the 
Library and Learning Resources Program was 
initiated in order to provide more flexible and 
coordinated use of funds. This progr-im provided 
for equipment, print and nonprint materials, 
testing, and counseling services where local taxes 
were below a certain level. These provisions were 
amended in 1978 in PJL 95-561. The more recent 
Education Consolidation and Improvement Act of 
1981 did not mention libraries per se, but the Block 
Grants which it provides mzy be used for library 
resources. The Library Services and Construction 
Acr, Title m, currently provides for interlibrary 
cooperation and library networks which include 
school libraries.

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APPENDIX IV 

A BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE METHODOLOGIES OF PREVIOUS 
OFFICE/DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION SCHOOL LIBRARY SURVEYS 



Data on school libraries were first collected by the 
Office/Department of Education as part of the 
Biennial Survey of Education in the United States. 
Data on school libraries were included in surveys 
for 1934-35, 1941-42, 1947-48, «jid 1953-54. The 
first schoo 1 library study not part of the general 
comprehensive school survey was conducted in 
1958-59. 



Public School Library Statistics, 1958-59 

This survey was conducted by means of a post 
card questionnaire to obtain basic information on 
centralized school libraries. The sample of 839 
districts used for this survey was selected by the 
Bureau of the Census in 1956-57 from a universe 
of about 15,526 districts with enrollments of more 
than 150 pupils. The sample was stratified by 
enrollment It was estimated that cbout 33 
percent of the total pupils enrolled at the tiire 
were in districts of less than 150 pupils, and hena 
that the survey represented about 97 percent or 
the total pupils in public schools. A 100 percent 
response rate was obtained. A school library was 
defined as follows: 

A centralized school library is 
one administered as a unit, 
usually in one place in the school, 
and making bocks and other 
library materials available to all 
pupils and teachers of the school. 



Statistics of Public School Libraries, 1960-61 
(Part I, Basic Tables; Part M, Analysis and 
Interpretation) 

This study was conducted by means of both a long 
and a short questionnaire. The long form was sent 
to districts with more than 150 pupils, the short 
form to those with fewer than 150 pupils enrolled. 
The sample consisted of 4,548 school districts, 
stratified by enrollm? nt and region. The overall 



response rate was 85 percent The definition of 
school library was similar to that used in the 1958 
study; however, this study is unique in collecting 
and reporting data on library-related services 
made available to cedents from schools not 
having libraries. The results of this extensive 
survey were published in two volumes. Data were 
presented by size, school level, and region. 



Public School Library Statistics, 1962-63 

TTiis short survey utilized a sample of 999 districts 
from the universe of districts with enrollments of 
more than 150 pupils. It was estimated that about 
L6 percent of the total pupils enrolled in public 
schools at this time were in districts of less than 
150 pupils, so that the results represent 98 percent 
of enrollment A response rate of 96 percent was 
obtained. Results were presented by school 
system size and school level. The definition of 
rrhool library is similar to that used in the 1958-59 
survey. 



Public School Library Media Centers, 1974 

This survey was conducted at the school level 
from a sample of 3,500 public schools representing 
the universe of 89,000 schools. This survey was 
conducted under the Library General Information 
Survey (LIBGIS) system. This system attempted 
to utilize similar definitions and questions to 
provide a total picture of school, academic, and 
public libraries cn a nationwide basis. The one- 
stage simple random sample was stratified 
enrollment size, region, location (Standard 
Metropolitan Statistical Area (SMSA), central 
city, SMSA outside central city, outside S*/SA). 
and school grade. The sample was setecteo Ixo^x 
the National Center for Education Statistics' 19T 
73 universe of public eiementrry anc- secondary 
schools. A 90 percent response rate wi s attained. 
This survey had extensive State participation The 
forms were mailed to 45 Stntr education 
agencies under contract to pei :m &e ds^a

having contracts, the questionnaires were mailed 
to the local educational agencies. Workshops had 
been conducted for the States to instruct them in 
the survey procedures. Data were presented in the 
report by location, size, and school level. This 
study utilized a definition of school library media 
centers similar to that in the 1978 and 1985 
studies. This definition is presented on page 2 of 
this report 



Statistics of Public School Libraries/Media 
Centers, Fall 1978 

This survey, conducted by Westat, Inc. for the 
National Center for Education Statistics, was also 
part of the LBBGIS system. A sample of 3,500 
schools was drawn from the Curriculum 
Information Cfenter 1976-77 universe file of 83,000 
public elementary and secondary day schools. The 
sample design was a one-stage stratified simple 
random sample in which schools were stratified by 
region, location, school grade, and membership 
size. A 90 percent response rate was attained. 
The universe listing from which the sample was 
drawi? contained a number of special education 



schools and vocational centers not included in 
previous surveys. These schools were less likely to 
have libraries; hence, this survey reported a small 
decline in the percent of secondary schools having 
libraries. A definition of school library media 
centers similar to that used in 1974 and 1985 was 
utilized in this report. 



Survey of Private School Library Media Centers, 
1979 

This survey collected data from private schools, 
utilizing much the same questionnaire as the 
public school form for 1978. A sample of 1,600 
schools was drawn from the Department of 
Education universe listing of about 17,000 schools. 
A response rate of about 80 percent was attained. 
The universe listing is thought to have been 
somewhat incomplete and to have excluded a 
number of smaller and more recently established 
schools. The definition of school library media 
centers used in this report was similar to that used 
in the public school studies. Data for this survey 
were not published in a Department of Education 
report. A summary of the results of this study is 
available in the Bowker Annual of 1984.

Thib appendix compares results of the 1985 
Center for Education Statistics (CES) survey of 
school library media centers with the results of the 
1983 survey of subscribers to School Library 
Journal (SLJ), as reported in the October 1983 
issue of the SU. 1 

The SLJ survey was completed from a sample of 
2,000 of the 33,000 subscribers to School Library 
Journal. A 62 percent response rate v/as obtained 
(1*251 returned surveys). The sample consisted 
n^marily of public schools, with only 72 of the 
returned surveys being from private schools. 
Tables V-l and V-2 present summary data 
comparing the results of the two surveys. Table V- 
1 presents the data separately for public and 
private schools for both studies. Because of the 
very small number of private schools in the SU 
sample, in Table V-2, which presents the data by 
school level, the public and private SLJ sample is 
compared to the public school CES sam ile. 

The two studies had different goals and hence 
have important sampling differences. The CES 
study was intended to be nationally, representative 
of public and private schools in the country, and 
the sample was designed to produce nationally 
v. lighted estimates. The SLJ study vas known to 
include only those schools having library media 
centers and having a staff member who subscribed 
to a professional library journal. The authors of 
the SU report indicate that they would expect the 
more affluent schools to be overrepresented in 
their sample because these schools would be more 
likely to have the resources to subscribe to School 
Library Journal. A comparison of the school size 
and level of the SU sample with the nationally 
representative CES sample indices that the SU 
sr.Hple tended to have larger schools and also to 
have more secondary schools. The mean size of 
the CES nationally weighted sample was 511 for 
public and 232 for private schools. The SU 



sample average school size was 669 for public and 
460 for private. Fifty percent of the SU sample 
schools were* secondary (middle/junior or senior 
high) compared to 32 percent of the CES 
nationally weighted sample. 

Because of the differences in the samples, 
especially the very small number of private 
schools, the results of the two studies cannot be 
expected to produce the same results. However, 
comparisons are useful to ascertain the extent of 
the differences and the areas of similarity. Indeed, 
results were surprisingly similar for certain items. 



Staff and Volunteers 

The SU survey of subscribers fr md that in 1982- 
83 there were 1,192 certified library media 
specialists serving the 1,251 z> a sponding schools 
1,016 of whom worked fjii-ti? • If the 175 part- 
time workers are assumed to vroil* \ trae. 
this is an average of .9 certified *t'Si - ci* schj 
This compares with an average of .7 \ trifled staff 
for public schools with library media centers in the 
CES 1985 survey. 

School Library Journal subscribers utilized adult 
volunteers only slightly more frequently ftsn -he 
general public schools. About 34 percent of the 
SU survey respondents and 29 percent of CES 
public school respondents reported having adult 
volunteers. However, student volunteers were 
used more frequently by SU subscriber 
respondents (71 percent compared to 44 percent 
for public schools). Use of student volunteers is 
dependent on having library staff to coordinate 
and supervise their activities.

SU schools averaged about 2,000 
more book volumes held per school than the 
national average as reported in the CES 1985 
study, and about 1,000 more books when schools 
were broken down by level However, the average 
per pupil books held was slightly higher for the 
CES study (for public schools the mean was 20 in 
the CES study compared with 18 for the SU 
study). This reflects the fact that smaller schools 
consistently have higher per pupil collection ratios. 

The 1985 CES study was completed during a 
period of increased use of audiovisual materials, 
especially items such as video tapes and computer 
software. This increase was reflected in the CES 
survey of 1985 in the mean audiovisual items 
added. Only in this area was the number per 
school higher in the CES survey than the SU 
survey. This change may reflect differences in 
items included in audiovisual materials by the two 
summary tables. All non-book items were 
included under audiovisual for this table in 
presenting CES data.

CAPITALIZED ITEMS. If your school has made 
a purchase (e.g., computers) which cost 
$5,000 and these have been capitalized at a

BOOKS (Line 19). A book is a nonperiodical 
printed publication in hard or soft covers, 
or in loose-leaf format.

MICROFORMS (Line 21). A photographic repro- 
duction of textual, tabular, or graphic mat- 
erial reduced in size so that it can be used 
only with magnification. The two main types 
of microforms are microreproductions on 
transparent material, including roll micro- 
film, aperture cards, microfiche, and ultra- 
fiche, and reproductions on opaque material.

TITLES. (This definition refers to the term 
"titles" as it is used in Lines 36-43.) For 
reporting purposes, a title is a publica- 
tion which forms a separate bibliographic 
whole, whether issued in one or several vol- 
umes, reels, discs, slides, or parts. It 
applies equally to printed materials, such 
as books and periodicals, as well as to audio- 
visual materials and microforms. 

Report the number of items for which a sep- 
arate shelf list card has been made. (SHELF- 
LIST: A record of materials in a library, 
arranged in the order in which the materials 
stand when they are shelved or stored.) 
Thus, six copies of the same edition of a 
title count as one title; two editions of 
the same title which have been cataloged or 
recorded separately count as two titles; a 
set of six items for which six shelflist 
cards have been made counts as six titles; 
and two sets of the same edition for which 
one shelflist card has been made count as 
one title. 

METHOD FOR ESTIMATING THE MffiER OF TITLES 
IN THE COLLECTION: A library which does not 
maintain a title count of its various col- 
lections, and that cannot easily count the 
number of separate shelflist cards, should 
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use the following method for estimating this 
count: 

1. Pressing the cards tightly togeth- 
er, measure the total number of 
inches in the shelf list. 

2. Using the same amount of pressure, 
measure one inch of cards in the 
shelflist. Count the number of 
titles contained in the inch. 

3. Repeat step 2 at regular intervals 
(for example, count one inch in 
every foot, or in every three 
feet, or other pre-established 
interval) to ensure measuring at 
least seven sample inches distri- 
buted throughout the shelflist. 

4. Average the number of titles per 
inch in the samples. If any sam- 
ple varies from the average by 
more than four cards, repeat steps 
one through four, applying more 
even pressure to the cards. 

5. Multiply the average 'titles per 
inch by the total number of inches 
of cards in the shelflist. 

BOOK (Lines 35-36). A nonperiodical printed 
publication bound in hard or soft covers, or 
in loose-leaf format. Usually a book has at 
least forty-nine pages, exclusive of the 
cover pages, but the term also includes ju- 
venile publications of any length bound in 
hard or soft covers. 

SERIAL (Line 37). A publication issusd in 
successive parts, usually at regular inter- 
vals, and as a rule, intended to be con- 
tinued indefinitely. Serials include peri- 
odicals, newspapers, annuals (reports, year- 
books, etc.), memoirs, proceedings, and 
transactions of societies. 

PERIODICAL (Line 37). A publication in any 
medium intended to appear indefinitely at 
regular or stated intervals, generally more 



frequently than annual. Individual issues 
are numbered consecutively or dated and nor- 
mally contain separate articles, stories, or 
other writings. Newspapers disseminating 
general news, and the proceedings, papers, 
or other publications of corporate bodies 
primarily related to their meetings, are not 
included in this term. 

NEWSPAPERS (Line 37). A serial that is de- 
signed mainly to be a primary source of 
written information on current events. It 
may also include articles as well as illus- 
trations, advertising, legal notices, and 
vital statistics. Newspapers appear with a 
masthead and are usually printed on news- 
print without a cover. 

CURRENT SERIAL SUBSCRIPTIONS (Line 37). 
Report number of titles subscribed to, and 
not number of individual issues (exclude 
duplicate subscriptions). 

MICROFORMS (Line 38). A photographic repro- 
duction of textual, tabular, or graphic mat- 
erial reduced in size so that it can be used 
only with magnification. The two main types 
of microforms are microreproductions on 
transparent material, including roll micro- 
film, aperture cards, microfiche, and ultra- 
fiche, and reproductions on opaque material. 

AUDIO MATERIAL (Line 39). A generic term 
for material on which sounds (only) ire 
stored (recorded) and that can be reproduced 
(played back) mechanically or electronical- 
ly, or both. This includes audiocassettes, 
audiocart ridges , audiodiscs, audioreels, 
talking books, and other sound recordings. 

FILMS (Line 40). The term film is used in- 
terchangeably with "motion picture" which is 
a length of film, with or without recorded 
sound, bearing a sequence of images that 
create the illusion of movement when pro- 
jected in rapid succession (usually 18 or 24 
frames per second). Motion pictures are 
produced in a variety of sizes (3, super 8, 
16, 35, 55, and 70 mm) and a variety of for- 
mats (cartridge, cassette, loop, and reel). 
Common motion picture sizes in instructional 
use are 8mm, super 8mm, and 16mm. 
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VIDEO MATERIAL (Line 41) A generic term for 
material on which both pictures and sound 
are recorded. Electronic playback repro- 
duces both pictures and sounds using a tele- 
vision receiver or monitor. 

MACHINE-READABLE MATERIAL (Line 42). Mat- 
erial in a form designed to be processed by 
a machine, usually a computer, either as 
input or as output, that has data recorded 
on it in some form. These materials include 
data files and computer program files. Typ- 
ically, these files are stored on such media 
as punched cards, paper tape, magnetic tape 
and discs, and digital videodiscs. This 
excludes computer output that is eye-legible 
or can be read with magnification. Include 
microcomputer software. 

OTHER LI8RARY MATERIAL (Line 43). Report 
number of titles of all material which does 
not fit into one of the above categories.

"Home computers," "personal computers," and 
"business computers" are all types of micro- 
computers that are, in turn, distinguished 
largely by their internal memory and storage

BOOK (Lines 35-36). A nonperiodical printed 
publication bound in hard or soft covers, or 
in loose-leaf format. Usually a book has at 
least forty-nine pages, exclusive of the 
cover pages, but the term also includes ju- 
venile publications of any length bound in 
hard or soft covers. 

SERIAL (Line 37). A publication issued in 
successive parts, usually at regular inter- 
vals, and as a rule, intended to be con- 
tinued indefinitely. Serials include peri- 
odicals, newspapers, annuals (reports, year- 
books, etc.), memoirs, proceedings, and 
transactions of societies. 

PERIODICAL (Line 37). A publication in any 
medium intended to appear indefinitely at 
regular or stated intervals, generally more 
frequently than annual. Individual issues 
are numbered consecutively or dated and nor- 
mally contain separate articles, stories, or 



other writings* Newspapers disseminating 
general news, and the proceedings, papers, 
or other publications of corporate bodies 
primarily related to their meetings, are not 
included in this term. 

NEWSPAPERS (Line 37). A serial that is de- 
signed mainly to be a primary source of 
written information on current events. It 
may also include articles as well as illus- 
trations, advertising, legal notices, and 
vital statistics. Newspapers appear with a 
masthead and are usually printed on news- 
print without a cover. 

CURRENT SERIAL SUBSCRIPTIONS (Line 37). 
Report number of titles subscribed to, and 
not number of individual issues (exclude 
duplicate subscriptions). 

HICR0FORM5 (Line 36). A photographic repro- 
duction of textual, tabular, or graphic mat- 
erial reduced in size so that it can be used 
only with magnification. The two main types 
of microforms are microreproductions on 
transparent material, including roll micro- 
film, aperture cards, microfiche, and ultra- 
fiche, and reproductions on opaque material. 

AUDIO MATERIAL (Line 39). A generic term 
for material on which sounds (only) are 
stored (recorded) and that can be reproduced 
(played back) mechanically or electronical- 
ly, or both. This includes audiocassettes , 
audiocartridges, audiodiscs, audioreels, 
talking books, and other sound recordings. 

FILMS (Line 40). The term film is used in- 
terchangeably with "motion picture" which is 
a length of film, with or without recorded 
sound, bearing a sequence of images that 
create the illusion of movement when pro- 
jected in rapid succession (usually 18 or 24 
frames per second). Motion pictures are 
produced in a variety of sizes (8, super 8, 
16, 35, 55, and 70 mm) and a variety of for- 
mats (cartridge, cassette, loop, and reel). 
Common motion picture sizes in instructional 
use are 8mm, super 8mm, and 16mm. 

FILMSTRIPS (Line 40). Includes kits con- 
sisting of film8trip and sound tape. 



VIDEO MATERIAL (Line 41) A generic term for 
material on which both pictures and sound 
are recorded. Electronic playback repro- 
duces both pictures and sounds using a tele- 
vision receiver or monitor. 

MACHINE-READABLE MATERIAL (Line 42). Mat- 
erial in a form designed to be processed by 
a machine, usually a computer, either as 
input or as output, that has data recorded 
on it in some form. These materials include 
data files and computer program files. Typ- 
ically, these files are stored on such media 
as punched cards, paper tape, magnetic tape 
and discs, and digital videodiscs. This 
excludes computer output that is eye-legible 
or can be read with magnification. Include 
microcomputer software. 

OTHER LIBRARY MATERIAL (Line 43). Report 
nunber of titles of all material which does 
Tot fit into one of the above categories.

MICROCOMPUTER (Lines 72-75). A small com- 
puter system, consisting of hardware and 
software, whose main processing blocks are 
made of semiconductor integrated circuits 
(IC). The hardware of a microcomputer con- 
sists of a Central Processing Unit (CPU), an 
input/output unit, and memory. Microcompu- 
ters are functionally the same as minicom- 
puters and mainframe computers, the differ- 
ences being in the capability with which 
they can store and handle information and 
the speed at which they can process it. 
"Home- computers," "personal computers," and 
"business computers" are all types of micro- 
computers that are, in turn, distinguished 
largely by their internal memory and storage 
capacity and price.

TOTAL ATTENDANCE IN LIBRARY PER TYPICAL MEEK
